It  can 
be  sudden  and  without  warning  or 
It  can  be  subtle  and  creeping.  Death 
Is  no  rcspector  of  persons,  occupa¬ 
tions,  position  In  life,  or  personali¬ 
ties.  Students  of  Northwest  Missouri 
State  College  were  made  aware  of 
this  fact  when  they  heard  of  the 
death  of  one  of  their  schoolmates, 
Roberta  Steel. 


Roberta  Ann  Steel 

In  cold,  hard  print  the  news¬ 
papers  declared  on  Sunday  morn¬ 
ing,  November  30,  that  at  7:20  p.m., 
Saturday,  November  29,  Roberta 
Ann  Steel,  of  St.  Joseph,  had  died 
at  St.  Joseph  hospital  as  a  result 
of  burns  received  when  a  gas  tank 
exploded  and  ripped  Residence  Hall 
as  though  it  were  a  paper  bag. 

Roberta  had  been  fighting  for  life 
through  nineteen  pain-filled  months. 
First  a  long  stay  In  the  hospital 
during  which  the  burns  healed, 
then  trips  back  to  the  hospital  for 
numerous  skin  graftings.  Long,  ag¬ 
onizing  months,  but  yet  the  determ¬ 
ination  to  live  burned  strongly. 
Then  on  Saturday  evening,  the 


spark  of  life  flickered  and  went  out. 

Roberta  first  enrolled  in  College 
1-  the  fall  of  1050.  The  dormitory 
was  burned  in  the  spring  of  1951 
This  fall,  1952,  Roberta  again 
came  to  school  and  was  en¬ 
rolled  until  November  19  when  she 
officially  withdrew,  Roberta  was  go¬ 
ing  to  be  an  elementary  teacher  and 
was  working  on  a  sixty  hour  cer¬ 
tificate  pointing  toward  a  B.  S.  in 
Elementary  Education, 

She  was  an  active  figure  in  camp¬ 
us  life,  belonging  to  Independent 
Club,  Barkatze,  Association  of 
Childhood  Education,  and  the  Col¬ 
lege  Choir.  Roberta  hod  her  own 
Ideas  and  was  not  afraid  to  express 
them,  yet  she  was  tolerant  of  the 
views  of  others.  She  was  a  leader, 
always  ready  to  think  of  some  new 
scheme  or  project  and  always  ready 
to  have  fun.

Carefully  and  tenderly  they 
placed  her  in  her  last  resting 
place. 

Quietly  and  reverently  her 
pastor  committed  her  to  her 
God. 

Those  who  loved  her  said  a 
silent  prayer  for  her  and  her 
family  and  turned  away. 

But  we  cannot  forget  the 
bouyant  spirit  with  which  she 
lived  her  life  on  this  campus 
and  contributed  to  the  happi¬ 
ness  of  all  who  knew  her.  She 
lives  In  the  lives  of  those  she 
has  left  behind  and  we  are  all 
better  people  because  of  her  In¬ 
fluence  upon  us.

Also  many  people  get  branches  of 
cherry  or  apple  trees  and  put  them 
Into  vases  with  water.  The  warmth 
Indoors  will  make  them  blossom,  a 
symbol  of  life  in  the  middle  of 


winter. 

Use  Four  Red  Candles 
Another  custom  is  that  of  decor¬ 
ating  a  wreath  of  evergreen  with 
red  ribbons  and  four  red  candles, 
one  for  each  Sunday  in  December. 
In  Catholic  parts  of  the  country; 
people  will  put  up  mangers,  some  of 
them  old  family  heirlooms  with 
beautifully  carved  figurines. 

On  Christmas  Eve  everyone  goes 
to  church.  And  then  the  great  mo¬ 
ment  comes  that  children  have  been 
looking  forward  to  all  the  time: 
the  Christmas  tree  is  lighted  at 
home.  Presents  are  spread  under  It, 
Christmas  songs  are  sung,  the  whole 
room  is  filled  with  the  delicious 
smell  of  burning  wax  candles,  filled 
with  cheerfulness  and  warmth.
